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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The rejection was deemed proper and applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

1 . In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the caching at chip or sub-chip is essential to the claimed time-slice based processing which 
pauses an ongoing processing at time slice boundary, switches to some other processing, and resumes the processing later on by 
reloading the data in cache (page 1 1 paragraph 1 ) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 

2. In response to applicant's argument that Frank's term "time slot" which has a specific and different definition than "time slot" as 
used in the context of the claimed time sliced processing (page 1 1 paragraph 3), the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

Furthermore, the examiner has interpreted the claim language (i.e. the term time slot) as broadly as possible. It is also the examiner's 
position that applicant has not yet submitted claims drawn to limitations which define the method and system of applicant's disclosed 
invention in a manner that distinguishes over the prior art. Failure for applicant to significantly narrow definition/scope of the claims implies 
the applicant intends broad interpretation be given to the claims. The examiner thus maintains the previous rejections to applicant's claims 
with regard to the combination of Belotserkovsky with Frank and Schuster.. 
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
